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Faculty

While most students occupy 
themselves with learning materials 
for their classes, Anne Marie Runco 
occupies herself with teaching ma- 
terials for her music studio. 

Runco, a sophomore double ma- 
jor in music education and music 
performance, has worked with for- 
mer Chapman University student 
Ryan Pino and senior geography 
major Josh Shuttlesworth to start a 
business: Orange County Creative 
Studios (OCCS). 

“T had considered getting a busi- 
ness degree, so I could open up 
my own business, but [the studio] 
presented an opportunity to do so 
without actually taking business as 
another major,” Runco said. 

OCCS, a student-run music stu- 
dio and school located in Orange, 
Calif., opened in June. The school, 
which is currently run out of Pino’s 
house, has two recording studios 
and a garage where lessons are held

First on-campus physical 
therapy center opens for 
students, faculty, staff

Cal State Long Beach opened the 
doors to its first physical therapy and 
rehabilitation services center Monday. 

The new center, called PT@The 
Beach, is located in the LifeFit Center in- 
side the Kinesiology building. According 
to Director of PT@The Beach Dr. James 
Buenaventura, the new center, which 
took two years of planning, will provide 
services for students, faculty and staff. 

Students can visit the center for as- 
sessment without a doctor’s referral 
for their first visit, Buenaventura said. 
After the first visit, however, students 


‘must receive a referral from a doctor 


before they can access all rehabilitation 
services offered at the center. 
The on-site physical therapy em- 


ployees can also assess and evaluate 
injuries in emergency situations, ac- 
cording to Buenaventura. 

According to Kay Cerny, depart- 
ment chair and program director of 
physical therapy, there was a need for 
a physical therapy center on campus 
not only for student athletes but also for 
other students and faculty members. 

“It’s for all students who might go 
to the [Student Recreation and Well- 
ness Center] and injure themselves or 
might injure themselves in any way 
doing sports on their own ... or even 
faculty and staff,’ she said. 

Cerny said that physical therapy 
can help people relieve their pain and 
get them back on the road to recovery. 

“Physical therapy is one-on-one 
treatment that uses passive and active 
exercises to make the patient stronger, 
mainly through orthopedic services,” 
Cerny said. “This treatment is ben- 
eficial for anyone who may have a 


sprain, fracture, lower back pain or 
any sports-related injuries.” 

According to Buenaventura, the new 
center also allows pre-physical therapy 
students to work with clinicians as phys- 
ical therapy aids, and complete intern- 
ship requirements for graduation. 

In addition, orthopedic students 
will be allowed to complete their resi- 
dency through the physical therapy 
center starting next year.

Buenaventura said the center plans 
to offer these options because the ma- 
jority of physical therapy schools re- 
quire a certain number of pre-intern- 
ship hours inside a clinical facility. 

The center accepts all insurance 
networks, including student insur- 
ance purchased through the university.

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Obama drafts plan to link financial aid to college ratings 


The criteria include 
average student debt 
and graduation rates.

In the next few years, Cal State Long 
Beach may not only compete against 
other colleges for the Big West Com- 
missioner’s Cup in athletics but also for 
federal financial aid. 

To tackle the ballooning cost of high- 
er education, President Barack Obama 
announced a set of proposals last month 
that include linking federal student fi- 


nancial aid to college ratings that com- 
pare colleges to one another. 

“Higher education should not be a 
luxury,” Obama said during a speech at 
the University at Buffalo in New York in 
August. “Colleges that keep their tuition 
down and are providing high-quality 
education are the ones that are going to 
see their taxpayer money going up.” 

According to the Consumer Finan- 
cial Protection Bureau, the total student 
debt nationwide is more than $1 trillion. 
Obama said his plan is to make sure stu- 
dents who gather debt in college at least 
get the best bang for their buck. 

Under the plan, colleges would be 
rated based on their average student 
debt, graduation rates, their percent- 
age of lower-income students and post- 
graduation income, according to the 
White House website. If approved by 


Congress, allocations of financial aid 
could vary per university depending 
on how they fare on the college rating 
system. 

Cal State University Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said the 23-campus system 
is confident it would do well in the rat- 
ings, as it usually does on measures of 
affordability and accountability. 

“From the CSU perspective, we feel 
like we’re in a pretty good place when it 
comes to a lot of these measures, espe- 
cially when we talk about affordability 
and the opportunities we provide for stu- 
dents from lower-income backgrounds,” 
he said. “As an institution, we have the 
largest number of recipients who earn 
Pell Grants out of any other system in the 
United States, so we really feel comfort- 
able where we are, and we’ve actually 
used our leadership in transparency is- 


sues to help push this forward nationally.” 

Obama said in his speech that over the 
past three decades, the average tuition at 
a four-year college has gone up by more 
than 250 percent, while a typical fam- 
ily’s income has gone up by 16 percent. 
He said making sure college education is 
accessible for every American family is 
an “economic imperative.” 

However, since the potential rating 
system includes new data points, finan- 
cial aid for some colleges could fluctuate. 

“These reforms aren’t going to be 
popular with everybody, . especially 
those who are making out just fine under 
the current system,” Obama said. “[Part 
of this plan is to] jump-start new com- 
petition between colleges ... in terms of 
innovation that encourages affordabil- 
ity and encourages student success con- 
cerning affordability and providing op- 


portunities for lower-income families.” 

According to the Federal Student 
Aid website, $150 billion is distributed 
annually through federal grants, loans 
and work-study funds to help students 
pay for higher education. 

“Many of our campus presidents have 
been very active in the conversation about 
financial aid at the national level and about 
campus accountability,” Fallis said. 

Fallis said that the White House’s po- 
tential plan is still in the drafting stages but 
has added to the discussion about keeping 
higher education affordable. 

“{Obama] is working with the Leg- 
islature at the moment in putting some 
of his plans into practice, so there will 
be some back and forth discussion, and 
I’m sure things will change as this goes 
along,” he said. “But we do think it’s an 
excellent start.” 
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with students. 

Runco said that OCCS had only a 
few pieces of musical equipment when 
it first opened, but the studio and school 
have expanded inventory since busi- 
ness picked up. 

“The idea was to do recording dur- 
ing the week and hopefully, eventually, 
get big name labels to come in and re- 
cord, so we got the highest top-level 
equipment we could,” Runco said. 

At the music school, students aged 12 
to 20 can learn or practice music pro- 
duction, music recording, music theory 
and songwriting, according to Runco. 
Students can also learn how to DJ and 
use Logic Pro X, a songwriting, editing 
and mixing program. 

Runco said Pino played a major role 
at the start of OCCS by bringing many 
connections from Chapman University, 
along with his own work as a musician 
and teacher. 

Prior to opening OCCS, Pino taught 
music through another program, and 
some of his students, such as 12-year- 
old Gigi Copeland, followed him to the 
studio in Orange. 

“Being taught by college students is 
great because they are so fun,” Cope- 
land said. “And they can relate to us ... 
At OCCS, they make us feel like they 
are our friends, not just our teachers.” 

Runco said she is more involved 
with the school than the studio, where 
she teaches classes on musical theory, 
songwriting and piano. The lessons are 
taught on a one-on-one basis, some- 
thing that senior percussion and edu- 
cation major and OCCS teacher Matt 
Olson said he enjoys. 

“At OCCS we're allowed to cater our 
teaching to what the kids want to do

more so than what the State wants you 
to do,” said Olson, who has taught pri- 
vately and as a substitute teacher for the 
Long Beach Unified School District. 

When OCCS started, the focus was 
geared more toward the school, but 
Runco said she hopes they can move to 
a better location and have a more pro- 
fessional studio, making the school a 
smaller portion of OCCS. 

Runco also said a new location would 
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create a better learning environment for 
the five teachers and 14 students, who 
find themselves shifting around the 
house constantly. 

“Right now one person will be in 
the studio learning how to run record- 
ing sessions, while another kid will be 
in the garage learning how to DJ, and 
someone else will be in the living room 
learning how to play the guitar and 
write songs,” Runco said. 
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OCCS students can learn percus- 
sion, voice, ukulele, piano and guitar, 
but Runco said she does not want a lack 
of certain lessons to discourage anyone 
from joining the school and studio. 

“Even if you think that one of us 
may not know how to play the instru- 
ment you want to learn, somebody 
would pick up that instrument and 
learn it to the level they can teach it,” 
Runco said. 
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The CSULB student said she is trying 
to network and promote her studio with 
the goal of expanding OCCS and making 
it a professional and profitable business. 

OCCS charges $30 for a half-hour 
session, $40 for a 45-minute session 
and $45 for a one-hour session. The 
music school runs from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
Friday through Sunday.

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University Police urge students to register their bicycles on campus. 


11 bikes stolen on campus 
since fall semester began

Eleven bicycles were stolen on cam- 
pus during the first three weeks of fall 
semester, according to University Po- 
lice. 

Most of the thefts took place on up- 
per campus during the morning and 
early afternoon, according to the Uni- 
versity Police media log. 

University Police Capt. Christopher 
Schivley said that there are currently no 
suspects. 

Since Jan. 1, 105 bicycle thefts have 
been reported on campus, according 
the CSULB police media log. 

Schivley said he recommends that 
students use U-locks to secure their 
bikes, because less than 1 percent of 

‘ bicycles stolen on campus are secured 
with such locks. 

“Cable and chain locks are easily 


cut using bolt cutters, which are a bike 
thief’s typical tool,” Schively said. 

Schivley said University Police also 
urge students to register their bicycles 
on campus because registration is “a 
credible source to identify stolen bi- 
cycles and their rightful owners.” 

According to Schively; a bicycle’s 
registered serial number, which is kept 
on file in University Police records, can 
be used to match it with the owner’s 
contact information, so the property 
can ultimately be returned to the owner. 

“Without a serial number on file, it 
is difficult to identify stolen property, 
which is our biggest issue in appre- 
hension and successful prosecution,” 
Schivley said. 

Schivley said bicycle registration is 
offered to students at no cost at the Uni- 
versity Police Substation, which is lo- 
cated in front of the Student Recreation 
and Wellness Center. 

Anyone who has information about 
the theft or has seen any suspicious ac- 
tivity should contact University Police

The forums have been organized 
by Brian Alan Lane and Micheal 
Pounds, professors in the film and 
electronics arts department, whose 
history with the university includes 
two joint 2011 lawsuits filed against 
the university and Cal State Univer- 
sity system. 

At the start of the forum, former 
Cal State University trustee Craig 
Smith gave a brief rundown of his 
own experiences with the CSU Board 
of Trustees. Smith, who is now a 
professor and chair of the film com- 
munications studies department 
and director of the Center for First 
Amendment Studies, also described 
how the policies have changed from 
a transparent presidential search to a 
more discreet one. 

“Tt is very puzzling to me that there 
is a policy in place that allows the 
Board to protect the anonymity of a 
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candidate,” Smith said. 

According to Smith, if CSULB 
was looking for a provost, dean or 
faculty member, the university would 
require that the candidates come 
to campus to interview with the 
Academic Senate in a public forum. 
However, in the search for president, 
the Board is allowing the candidates 
to decide whether they want to visit 
the campus or not. 

“IT find the policy very strange 
and very troubling,” he said. “I don’t 
know why we would suddenly ex- 
clude the presidential candidates 
from the process.” 

Associate Dean for Accreditation 
and marketing professor Mary Celsi, 
who was initially going to apply for 
president, announced to the forum 
that she was no longer applying for 
the job. She instead spoke on why she 
thought transparency was important. 

“When you hire a _ candidate 
through a secret search, that candidate 
often comes with the orientation to do 
backdoor politics,” Celsi said. “Based 
on personal experience, the result of 
this environment. becomes unpredict-

able, unstable, and hard to work in ... 
the result is stifling to faculty.” 

The forum drew in more faculty 
than the first town hall, as many of the 
newcomers had recently learned about 
the forum’s push for transparency. 

Deborah Hamm, a lecturer in the 
Department of Teacher Education and 
a faculty rights member for the teach- 
er’s union, was one of the newcomers. 

Hamm said she agrees with Celsi’s 
points about the environment and 
lack of representation in the presiden- 
tial processes. 

“T think the point they made about 
the faculty not being happy to be here 
anymore is very true,” Hamm said. 
“The atmosphere is not collegial, it’s 
not supportive, and people are being 
targeted if they disagree.” 

By the end, the speakers all agreed 
that the turnout showed progress, but 
they still wanted students to be inter- 
ested in the direction the campus will 
be taking with the search process. 

“This is not what I was taught on 
how leadership works,” Celsi said. “I 
would like to see a president come in 
the front door, not the back.” 
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Off-campus parking signs only add to the problem 


Stop! Don’t park on public streets! 

After determining that several 
off-campus parking signs were 
improperly placed, Cal State Long 
Beach University Police quickly 
removed them Tuesday. 

The signs, which read “Resident 
Parking Only. No Student Parking,” 

were

Ou R VI EW improper 
because 
the Cali- 
fornia Vehicle Code listed on them 
cannot be enforced on residential 
streets, according to CSULB Uni- 
versity Chief of Police Fernando 
Solorzano. 

Although some of the signs were 
correctly placed in neighborhoods 
that prohibit student parking, some 
signs were left in neighborhoods 
with no such restrictions. 

“{The signs] are to deter students 
from parking in the neighborhood 
streets,” Solorzano said. “This was 
our effort to work with them and be 
a good neighbor.” 

According to Solorzano, Uni- 
versity Police placed the signs 
on the residential streets at the 
request of Long Beach City Coun- 
cilman Patrick O’ Donnell. 

According to O’Donnell, a 
petition was brought to the city 
council by some residents who were 
affected by CSULB student parking congestion. 


“The restricted parking comes from the neighbors, not me,” 


O’Donnell said. 


What hasn’t been explained, however, is why an improper code 


was cited on the parking signs. 


While we are glad University Police removed the signs, we 
are upset that they were placed in some neighborhoods in the 


first place. 


Parking on streets where restrictions are clearly and fairly 
posted is one thing. Parking on streets with signs that warn stu- 


dents of possible citations or towing is another. 

University Police’s placement of the the signs highlights a major 
problem that has plagued the university for years. 

The availability of parking, or lack thereof, has been a 
constant thorn in the side of CSULB students and residents in 


surrounding neighborhoods. 


Students look for parking in residential neighborhoods to avoid 
circling around the full parking lots on campus for a spot. 

On the other hand, numerous neighbors have complained about 
students blocking driveways and leaving trash in the streets, ac- 


cording to Solorzano. 

Although the misplaced residential signs have been removed, we 
hope University Police will think twice before putting restrictive 
parking signs in public areas again. 

We also hope that university officials are brainstorming dif- 


ferent ways to combat the ever-worsening parking situation on 


campus. 


There clearly aren’t enough parking spaces on campus to accom- 
modate everyone. Prohibiting off-campus parking with misplaced 
signs won’t make the situation any better. 


NASCAR cheating scandal ruins a once-famous sport’s credibility 


Actions at Saturday’s NASCAR race in 
Richmond, Va., have permanently cast a dark 
shadow on the sport. 

On Monday, NASCAR officials fined the 
Michael Waltrip Racing team $300,000 for ma- 
nipulating the outcome of Saturday’s race. 

According to ESPN, a late spinout and ques- 
tionable pit stops led officials to speculate that 
Michael Waltrip Racing was somehow implicated 
in stopping Ryan Newman from making NAS- 
CAR’s version of the postseason. 

If a large fine wasn’t enough for Michael 
Waltrip Racing, NASCAR officials went further 
by taking Martin Truex Jr. — the driver who ben- 
efited from his team’s questionable antics — out 
of the Chase for the Sprint Cup. 

Truex was replaced by Newman, according to 
ESPN. 

“We penalize to not have this happen again,” 
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NASCAR President Mike Helton said to ESPN. 
“Tt’s a message from the league saying, “You can’t 
do this.” 

NASCAR’s decision to come down hard on 
Michael Waltrip Racing cannot make up for the 
crime that was committed. 

The cheating situation 
came to light on Saturday 
after Ryan Newman lost the 
race at Richmond Interna- 
tional Raceway. 

Newman, who had previously led the race, 
lost after one of Michael Waltrip Racing’s driv- 
ers, Clint Bowyer, spun out, according to ESPN. 

What made the spinout unusual was the 
recorded in-car conversation between Bowyer 
and his team. 

“Ts your arm starting to hurt? I bet it’s hot 
in there. Itch it’ Bowyer’s crew chief said, ac- 
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cording to USA Today. Following the statement, 
Bowyer mysteriously spun out. 

Although Bowyer’s conversation with his crew 
chief was part of the reason for the suspension, a 
conversation with fellow teammate Brian Vickers 
was the “smoking gun.” 

According to ESPN, Vickers’ 
crew member promised him a

unexpectedly. 

It was Vickers’ uncertainty 
about the situation, according to Helton, that led 
to the penalties. 

In all, Bowyer was allowed to keep his 
spot in the Chase, although he was docked 50 
points, according to ESPN. Vickers was also 
docked 50 points for his actions. 

Although he did not directly participate 
in the events that led to’his getting into the 
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postseason, Truex was ultimately kicked out 
of the Chase. 

As a fan, it is extremely disconcerting to see 
how Michael Waltrip Racing let down fans of a 
once-great sport. 

No matter how many times members of the 
Michael Waltrip Team apologize, nothing can be 
done to rectify the situation. 

Spinning out a driver is one thing. Conspir- 
ing to launch a teammate into the Chase by 
cheating is another. 

Moving forward, it is important that NASCAR 
officials continue to investigate suspicious activity 
like the events that transpired in Saturday’s race. 

Although this cheating incident was con- 
tained, there’s a chance that many other 
instances like it have gone unnoticed.

He is one of the many 
disturbingly interesting sculptures fea- 
tured in a three month-long exhibition 
at the UAM. 

The art exhibition titled “Obses- 
sion and Abhorrence” is far from 
conventional.

Bartalos has spent more than 20 
years working as a prosthetic effects 
artist, according to a UAM press re- 
lease. 

His twisted sense of creativity has 
helped him to produce numerous visu- 
ally stimulating sculptures, each with 
minute touches that give them a sense 
of liveliness. Taken from various mov- 
ies he’s worked on, like “Cremaster 
1-5,” “Brain Damage,” and his very own 
“Skinned Deep,” his monstrous charac- 
ters range from a deathly pale woman 
trying to break out of a wall of dirt to an 
undead horse whose body has decayed 
to the point where its ribs show through. 

Apart from the abnormally figured 
sculptures, some of Bartalos’ original 
set designs from the movies “Brain 
Damage,” “Skinned Deep” and “Basket 
Case” are also on display.

The Long Beach State women’s soccer team will travel to Georgia and Auburn this weekend for an east coast road trip.

The Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team will take a three-game 
winning streak to the east coast this 
weekend to face two Southeastern Con- 
ference teams that are defending win- 
ning streaks of their own. 

The 49ers (3-2-0) will begin their 
road trip at Georgia (5-1-0) on Friday in 
a battle of two hot squads before head- 
ing to Auburn (2-1-0) to take on a team 
that reached the second round of last 
year’s NCAA tournament. 


After dropping their first game this 


season, the Bulldogs have not only won 
five straight games since, but haven’t 
allowed a goal to any of those five op- 
ponents. Auburn has won its last two 
games, and, like Georgia, hasn’t al- 
lowed a goal in either of them. 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia rel- 
egated all three teams’ streaks to past 
performances that have little bearing on 
future success. 

“T think we are in a good spot men- 
tally,” Ingrassia said, “but it’s the bal- 
ance of being able to look at your per- 
formance and being able to fix things 
when everybody thinks everything’s 
fine because you’re on a winning 
streak, but it’s not fine.” 

Before home wins against Cincin- 
nati and Loyola Marymount last week- 
end, LBSU started its streak with what 
might hold up as one of its biggest wins 
all year, when it knocked off No. 23 
Texas Tech in the final three seconds of 
regulation in Lubbock, Texas. 

Working to extend the team’s recent 
success, Ingrassia said the team’s pri- 
mary focus during this week’s practices 
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Mimi Rangel (15) was the hero on the 49ers’ last road trip, as she scored the game-winning goal two 
weeks ago at Texas Tech. She also had an assist in LBSU’s win over Cincinnati on Friday. 


will be improving on controlling the 
ball and developing multiple methods 
for getting the ball in the net. 

“Possession for sure, “ Ingrassia 
said, “and also combining to get into 
the final third. Right now we’re kind of 
one-dimensional and we need to have 
different ways to get in.” 

The Beach’s two wins last weekend 
were spearheaded by the offensive duo 
of forward Elizabeth Lyons and mid- 
fielder Hannah Sanders, both of whom 
received Big West Player of the Week 


honors this week. 

Lyons was handed the recognition by 
College Sports Madness after providing 
three assists and a goal in Friday’s win 
over Cincinnati. Sanders earned co-Big 
West Offensive Player of the Week by 
the conference for her two goals and 
two assists last weekend. She shared the 
honor with Cal Poly’s Elise Krieghoff. 

The offense may have starred in the 
weekend’s matches, but Ingrassia said 
that wouldn’t always be enough to win. 

“Defensively, we gave up way too 


many chances this Friday,” he said. “We 
have to shore that up. We have to make 
sure we limit tactical mistakes that let 
the other team have opportunities.” 

The “Niners barely outshot their op- 
ponents over the weekend, registering a 
22-21 advantage, and they still haven’t 
scored a goal in the first half of any 
game all season. 

LBSU’s game with Georgia will start 
at 4 p.m. Friday at the Turner Soccer 
Complex before concluding its road trip 
on Sunday at noon at Auburn.

After another pair of setbacks last 
weekend in San Francisco, the Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball team is 
home and looking to get back into the win 
column. 

The prognosis on middle blocker Ha- 
leigh Hampton isn’t great, but it could 
have been worse. The junior — who sat 
out the team’s last three matches after 
missing all of last season with a shoul- 
der injury — fractured her upper left 
leg during the third match of the year 
against Kentucky and is expected to 
miss a total of four to six weeks. 

Hampton could theoretically be back 
for the 49ers’ third Big West Confer- 


ence match — a showdown in the Pyra- 
mid against No. 10 Hawaii on Oct. 4. But 
sometime during the team’s three-match 
home-stand, beginning Oct. 18, is more 
likely. 

The Beach will face it’s immediate fu- 
ture without her, however, as the team re- 
turns to action it’s looking to shake off the 
early-season rust and injury issues with 
three matches during the Long Beach 
State/LMU tournament. 

The tourney begins Thursday when 
the “Niners (2-4) travel to take on Loyola 
Marymount (3-3) at 7 p.m. 

The Lions are led by junior middle 
blocker Litara Kiel. The Long Beach na- 
tive and Poly High alum has tallied 60 
kills and 14 digs on .245 hitting. 

“LMU is very good at home,” LBSU 
head coach Brian Gimmillaro said. 
“They’re a tournament team with a cou- 
ple of very good players, and we’ll have 
to play well to win.”
